any building with a cost of, one 
million five hundred thousand 
dollars (1.5 million dollars) or 
more.” 

MVTA members went door 
to door for the past month and 
a half collecting signatures for 
the petition. 

In response to their con¬ 
cerns, Harvie explained that an 
Administrative Building Com¬ 
mittee, including five members 
from the community, initiated 
two comprehensive feasibility 
studies on both renovation and 
new construction and involved 
extensive public consultation in 
both. The studies, feedback 
from the public meetings and 
councillor interaction, and a 
survey of all rate payers, con¬ 
cluded the most practical, cost 
effective and best long term 
option is new construction. 

The cost of renovating the 
existing building to bring it to 
code (handicap access, electri¬ 
cal and heating requirements) 
incorporate energy and techno¬ 
logical efficiency and accommo¬ 
date growth is estimated at 
$3.5 - $3.9 million. 

“A recent survey of new 
County Administrative Build¬ 
ings constructed within the last 
18 months in Alberta indicates 
our projected costs are well 
within the range of actual new 
construction costs incurred by 
other counties for projects of 
similar scope,” said Harvie. 


Dec.23, at the Mountain 
View County (MVC) meeting, 
the Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association (MVTA) presented 
the County with their petition 
to stop the new administrative 
building from being built. 

In total the petition collected 
1,775 signatures. 

Before presenting the peti¬ 
tion, the MVTA spokesperson, 
Henry Kuelker asked council 
if they could explain why in 
1999, the estimate to renovate 
the current County administra¬ 
tive building was $796,000, and 
the present quote is $1,850,000. 

County Reeve, Ian Harvie 
said they did not have that in¬ 
formation available at that 
time, but would have it early 
in the new year. 

“We have invested a lot of 
time on this,” said Kathy 
Blain, MVTA secretary. “We 
hope you will listen to us so 
peace and harmony can come 
back into our county.” 

The petition states, “Pursu¬ 
ant to section 232 of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Government Act 2000 
R.S.A. c. M-26, as amended, the 
undersigned petitioners hereby 
petition the Municipal Council 
of Mountain View County for 
a binding plebiscite to approve 
a new municipal bylaw prohib¬ 
iting the sufficiency of this pe¬ 
tition, from entering into any 
agreement for the acquisition 
of any land or construction of

Lawsuit seeks more than $300,000 damages

sitting dormant for more than 
two years. 

This is an older lawsuit 
which commenced in May of 
1999, said Gulbe Sr, who lives 
west of Olds.

Man punched bar pa

A man who punched an¬ 
other man during an inci¬ 
dent at a Didsbury hotel 
three years ago has been 
fined. 

Tim Michael Doyle 
pleaded guilty earlier to 
charges of assault and fail¬ 
ing to attend court. 

Doyle was at a New Year’s 
Eve party at a bar on Janu¬ 
ary 1, 2001 when he walked 
up to the male victim and 
punched him in the head. 

The victim, who was not 
known to the accused, suf¬ 
fered a cut to the head re¬ 
quiring stitches. 

Doyle failed to attend a 
subsequent court appear¬ 
ance. 

“This was a rather seri¬ 
ous incident and resulted in 
serious consequences for the 
victim,” said Judge Clozza. 

The judge fined Doyle 
$1,150 on the assault 
charge, $115 on the no ap¬ 
pearance charge, and placed 


a client, court heard. 

Some time later the ac¬ 
cused checked into the 
Sportsman Inn Motel, 5610 
- 46 Street in Olds, and 
stayed for several months. 

In all, he ran up $2,800 
in charges using the stolen 
credit card number.

School drug program up and running 


Arrest 
made in 
Caroline 
robbery

Police have arrested a fe¬ 
male suspect in connection 
with a hold-up in Caroline 
last week. 

A 33-year-old woman, Deb 
Mitchell, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, has been charged with 
robbery connection with a 
hold-up in Caroline on Dec. 
8, said Sundre RCMP Cpl. 
Rob Lidgett. 

The woman and a male ar¬ 
rested with her on Thursday 
both face charges of posses¬ 
sion of stolen property. Nei¬ 
ther suspect had been 
named late Friday. 

A suspect confronted the 
clerk at Caroline Motors 
Gas Station and demanded 
cash at about 6 p.m. on Dec. 
8. No weapon was produced 
and the suspect made off 
with an undetermined 
amount of cash. 

No one was hurt in the 
incident, say police. 

Two days later, at about 
9:30 p.m. on Dec. 10, a man 
and woman produced a knife 
and demanded cash from the 
clerk at a Trochu conven¬ 
ience store. 

Police are continuing 
their investigation to deter¬ 
mine whether the man and 
woman arrested Thursday 
are somehow connected to 
the Trochu robbery, said 
Lidgett. 

At the time of their ar¬ 
rests the suspects were in a 
stolen truck taken from 
Airdrie. 

Unbeknownst to them, 
the vehicle was equipped 
with a GPS tracking system, 
leading police directly to 
them. 

They were arrested in Red 
Deer city limits without in¬ 
cident. 

At least five RCMP de¬ 
tachments, including the 
Sundre detachment, and 
Calgary Police Service are 
involved in the ongoing in¬ 
vestigation. 

Mitchell is due back in 
court on Wednesday. She is 
being held without bail.

40 schools in the division. 

So far the program in¬ 
struction has been provided 
to Grade 8 to 12 students in 
nine high schools. Staff 
presentations and parent 
workshops have also been 
conducted. 

Olds High School princi¬ 
pal Tom Christensen says 
there have been “a few” stu¬ 
dent suspensions so far this 
year for drug or alcohol 
abuse. 

In Sundre High School 
there have been 10 students 
suspended between one and 
five days for drug or alco¬ 
hol abuse since the begin¬ 
ning of the school year in 
September, said principal 
Ray Hoppins. 

Many rural communities 
are seeing an increase in 
hard drug traffic, he said. 


Harvie gave council’s re¬ 
sponse in a prepared state¬ 
ment: “Like the more than 
10 other municipalities in 
attendance at this function, 
Mountain View County ap¬ 
preciated the opportunity to 
network with the Premier, 
the Minister of Agriculture 
and Food, the Alberta Asso¬ 
ciation of Municipal Dis¬ 
tricts and Counties, local 
business and government 
leaders on issues of impor¬ 
tance to Mountain View 
County ratepayers. 

“Government relations 
are an important way of en¬ 
suring rural Alberta’s is¬ 
sues and opportunities are 
heard by decision makers. 
Attendance at the event in 
no way signifies political 
endorsement of the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative Party.

Councils asked this same 
question gave similar an¬ 
swers to why they attended 
all using public money.

The Chinook’s Edge sub¬ 
stance abuse policy states: 
“Students who are suspected 
of being under the influence 
of alcohol or non-prescrip¬ 
tion drugs while in attend¬ 
ance at school or a school 
sponsored activity shall be 
immediately reported to the 
principal.

elected officials. Olds Coun¬ 
cil was under ministerial 
order to implement all Cuff’s 
recommendations. 

Olds CAO Dale Withage 
said these events, like Din¬ 
ner with the Premier, pro¬ 
vide valuable contacts for 
elected officials. 

“It is part of the politi¬ 
cians’ role to be able to have 
an opportunity to dialogue 
and meet with elected offi¬ 
cials from other govern¬ 
ments. This was definitely 
an opportunity to network,” 
said Withage. 

He went on to say it was 
prudent for councils to at¬ 
tend this event as it was lo¬ 
cal. To have meetings with 
Provincial Ministers Coun¬ 
cils usually incur travelling 
expenses, something that 
did not apply to this event 
held at Olds College. 

Richard Marz said com¬ 
plaints from taxpayers, such 
as this, are nothing new. 

“It doesn’t matter what 
you do in public life, some¬ 
one will always take issue 
with it,” said Marz. 

“We all represent the 
same people and their pri¬ 
orities are my priorities.

2003, a year of change & consideration

Robert Wigg ably assisted 
Council as Interim CAO 
(Chief Administrative Of¬ 
ficer) throughout the selec¬ 
tion and transition to Brian 
Irvine as our new CAO. 

Last fall Council had com¬ 
pared Didsbury’s statistics 
with measurements from 
other towns. Council wants 
to supply and maintain core 
services, and anticipate accu¬ 
rately what will be needed for 
the longer term. We agreed 
that we would seek to keep 
the mill rate competitive, re¬ 
duce debt and rebuild re¬ 
serves. 

Our Directors and staff, 
with Council priorities in 
mind, sought to provide resi¬ 
dents with cost effective serv¬ 
ices, and review their own 
operations for possible im¬ 
provements. Every depart¬ 
ment found a way to do more 
with less. 

Parks, fences and benches 
were given a fresh look in 
summer, and this winter a 
wonderful outdoor skating 
rink appeared magically in 
Kinsmen Park. 

In 2004 we plan to begin a 
thorough video assessment of 
the deep services, water and 
sewer. This knowledge is 
needed in order to make the 


best use of scarce dollars over 
time. To spend wisely and in the 
proper order we must be aware 
of the condition of all of our 
“assets”. (All of our infrastruc¬ 
ture, roads, deep services, and 
buildings are classified as as¬ 
sets, though maintaining them 
is more of a liability). 

Canadian municipalities 
have accumulated an infra¬ 
structure deficit of over 60 bil¬ 
lion dollars through cutbacks 
and downloading from the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments, and Didsbury is no ex¬ 
ception. The average Canadian 
sewer dates back to 1959. 

Council and administration 
are working on the 2004 budget, 
and planning to complete a long 
term capital plan. The long 
term infrastructure capital 
plan will be based on the levels 
of maintenance required, and 
will require that deep service 
repairs will precede surface fin¬ 
ishing. 

What will that mean to you? 
You may find that (even in an 
election year) major rebuilding 
of sidewalks and roads will be 
postponed where underground 
work may need to be done first. 

Our plans for Centennial cel¬ 
ebrations in 2005 are proceed¬ 
ing under the leadership of 
Rhonda Hunter and with the 
help of enthusiastic volunteers. 

Events are beginning to take 


shape, and I am looking for¬ 
ward to commemorating our 
history and those who have 
made Didsbury the special vi¬ 
brant community that it is. 

Thank you for your calls, 
letters and participation in 
“Meet the Taxpayer” eve¬ 
nings, in citizen information 
events and in any way that 
you provide us with your in¬ 
put. You have provided valu¬ 
able insight and information, 
not only for Didsbury, but also 
for my provincial representa¬ 
tion for all the Towns in Al¬ 
berta. 

We are planning to con¬

Peter MacKay campaigned 
for the leadership of the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative Party of 
Canada by stating clearly he 
would not merge his Party with 
the Alliance, even signing an 
agreement to that effect with 
rival candidate David Orchard 
in order to secure his victory. 

Two weeks after being 
elected he initiated a process of 
secret negotiations with the Al¬ 
liance Party. In early autumn, 
word leaked out. A month af¬ 
ter that he and Alliance leader 
Stephen Harper tabled an 
Agreement in Principle merg¬ 
ing the two parties. 

What followed was a process 
that succeeded in circumvent¬ 
ing the will of long time PC’s 
by flooding in tens of thou¬ 
sands of new members who 
joined for the sole purpose of 
abolishing the Party that cre¬ 
ated Canada. 

Throughout the process 
those loyal to its moderate poli¬ 
cies fought for the survival of 
their Party. They lost, and with 
the increasing probability of 
Stephen Harper becoming the 
Leader of the merged party, 
they and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of other Progressive Con¬ 
servatives supporters have only 
unpalatable choices . . . vote for 
the newest incarnation of the 
Reform/Alliance, Liberal or 
NDP. 

The focus of political activ¬ 
ity in 2003, other than the coro¬ 
nation of Paul Martin, was the 
uniting of the political far right 
in the Conservative Party of 
Canada, a party seen by many 
as the Republican Party North.

Health Benefits or private den¬ 
tal insurance and fall within a 
certain income bracket For ex¬ 
ample, if you are a family of 
four and make less than $34,226 
as your net income and have 
no access to dental insurance, 
than you and your children 
could get dental work done at 
the CHR for 20^ less than 
what a private practice dentist 
would charge.

Who is

This past year wel¬ 
comed many new people 
into town. Included in 
those people was Brian 
Irvine, the town of 
Didsbury’s new Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer 
(CAO). 

Irvine was raised in 
Crossfield, and got his mail 
in Carstairs, so was no 
stranger to the area. 

Everyone has a story, 
and Irvine’s story is one 
of loyalty and friendship. 

Three years ago, Irvine 
had a friend approach him 
for help. For the past 40 
years, this friend has been 
battling the Worker’s 
Compensation Board 
(WCB) and getting no¬ 
where. 

“He has a terrible dis¬ 
ease, and has been hurt¬ 
ing badly throughout his 
back and head,” said 
Irvine. “He didn’t know 
why.” 


Irvine decided to use 
his investigating skills, 
learned when he worked 
as a constable in the past. 

“I was concerned,” said 
Irvine, “I started going 
through medical records 
from as far back as 1959.” 

Irvine knew his friend 
Bill’s symptoms, dizziness, 
tingling in legs, burning in 
the back were a few of 
them. After days of re¬ 
search he created a time 
line of events and condi¬ 
tions, looking for a pat¬ 
tern. The time line grew 
to be over 60 feet. 

“The whole thing be¬ 
came like a hobby to me,” 
said Irvine. “I spent all my 
free time working on it.” 

Eventually Bill was di¬ 
agnosed with Arachnoidi¬ 
tis, an inflammatory re¬ 
sponse of the arachnoid, 
one of three coverings, or 
meninges, that envelop 
the brain and spinal cord. 
It may result from infec¬ 
tion, including syphilis

and tubercular meningitis, 
or trauma (including that 
resulting from surgery, 
lumbar puncture, and spi¬ 
nal anaesthesia). A diag¬ 
nostic procedure, called a 
myelogram, which is per¬ 
formed in patients prior to 
spinal surgery may cause 
numbness, tingling, and a 
characteristic stinging and 
burning pain. 

Bill worked as a car¬ 
penter, and hurt his back 
on a job site. He had to 
have surgery, and during 


surgery he was injected 
with iophendylate, a mix¬ 
ture of isomers used as 
contrast medium, mainly 
for brain and spinal cord 
visualization. The 
iophendylate was taken 
out of his system, but some 
was left behind. 

After the diagnosis, 
WCB settled in Sept. 2002. 

Bill’s condition contin¬ 
ues to worsen. He is slow¬ 
ing losing his hearing and 
is having visual problems. 

“He is in pain twenty- 
four seven,” said Irvine. 
“This disease is a life sen¬ 
tence.” 

WCB supplied Bill with 
hand rails, a proper bed 
and chair, and an occupa¬ 
tional therapist. 

Irvine found a special¬ 
ist in Alabama who deals 
with Arachnoiditis, and 
fought with WCB to send 
them down there. 

“It has been a challenge 
finding a doctor that will 
accept this case,” said 


Irvine. “It is a very rare 
disease.” 

A magnetic resonance 
imaging (MRI) was done, 
and then WCB agreed to 
send them down. 

Once in Alabama it was 
discovered that Bill’s con¬ 
dition was worse then they 
had thought. 

Every day remains a 
struggle for Bill, and 
Irvine continues to do 
what he can to help. They 
still continue to struggle 
with the WCB, feeling not 
enough was done for 
them. 

“We brought an appeal, 
but it was denied,” said 
Irvine. “We will now bring 
forward the information 
we received in Alabama, 
and refile the appeal.” 

Irvine still spends a sig¬ 
nificant amount of time 
working on this for his 
friend Bill. 

“It is just people help¬ 
ing people,” said Irvine. 
“WCB calls Bill my client, 


but he is not, he is just 
my friend who needed 
help.” 

Irvine carries this 
positive attitude with 
him in all aspects of his 
life. 

While working as a 
constable, Irvine was 
hit by a car going 85 km 
an hour. It was then 
Irvine decided to take 
his career to another 
level. 

“There were just too 
many wounds and inju¬ 
ries,” said Irvine. 
“That’s why I got out.” 

Irvine is looking for¬ 
ward to the new year, 
and his new job. 

“I am excited to work 
with the Chamber of 
Commerce and attract 
new businesses and resi¬ 
dents to Didsbury,” said 
Irvine. “It is all about 
the power of positive 
thinking. I love my job, 
and I get excited to come 
to work everyday.”

Indoor Allergy En¬ 
emies 

So you suffer from 
year-round allergies. But 
the real question is: Do 
you know what your al¬ 
lergy triggers are? The 
causes of perennial aller¬ 
gies can be found in any 
home. Some of the most 
common examples in¬ 
clude: 

• House Dust An air¬ 
borne mixture containing 
fine particles of soil and 
plant material from in¬ 
doors or outdoors, parti¬ 
cles of human and animal 
skin (dander) and hair, 
fabricfibers, mould spores, 
food particles and other 
debris.

But some 
houses contain huge num¬ 
bers and others contain 
almost none. This does 
not only depend on clean¬ 
liness, but also on the 
amount of moisture in the 
house. 

Top 4 Tips for an Al¬ 
lergy Friendly Home 

1. Keep dust-collecting 
ornaments to a minimum 
in your bedroom and, if 
possible, remove carpets 
completely since they can 
trap dust and dirt. Keep 
linens clean and if extra 
sensitive, consider using 
organic mattress covers 
and pillows to keep dust 
mites from breeding. 

2. Invest in a dehumidi¬ 
fier to help control hu¬ 
midity. The more mois¬ 
ture in your home, the 
more likely you are to suf¬ 
fer from the effects of dust 
mites and mould. And re¬ 
member indoor moulds 


with the active ingredient 
of cetirize. Direct acting 
metabolites are not proc¬ 
essed by the liver, which 
significantly lowers the 
risk of drug interactions. 

4. The most effective 
way to combat symptoms 
of animal allergies is to 
remove the pet from the 
home and avoid any con¬ 
tact. If you decide to keep 
a pet despite an allergy, 
keep the pet out of the 
rooms where you spend 
most of your time, espe¬ 
cially your bedroom.

Didsbury Review celebrated a century in February 


The Didsbury Review cel¬ 
ebrated the important birthday 
last February - 100 years after 
the first Didsbury Pioneer 
rolled off the presses. 

“With the emergence of new 
medias like the Internet and 
television news people have al¬ 
ways wondered about what the 
future of newspapers would be. 
Ironically the strength of print 
media has continued to grow 
despite the advancement in 
technologies," said Gene 
Hartmann, publisher of the 
Didsbury Review. 

Didsbury had a population 
of about 250 in February 1903 
when Mr. G.E. Grow started the 
Didsbury Pioneer. The paper 
quickly changed hands twice 
first to A.J. Thomas who in 
turn sold the publication to 
H.E. Osmond in 1904. 

Osmond, who operated the 
newspaper for 18 years, was 
politically active in Didsbury 


and served as mayor from 1914 
to 1917 until he resigned due 
to a "lack of interest in munici¬ 
pal affairs". 

Osmond sold the business to 
W.P. Cotton in 1925, who in 
turn sold it to Ed Gooder who 
operated with the assistance of 
his uncle. Gooder ran the pa¬ 
per until the mid-1940s when 
he sold it to E.J. Rouleau. 

By 1948 the entire paper was 
printed in Didsbury. 

It was at this time the news¬ 
paper plant was completely de¬ 
stroyed by fire. The paper didn't 
miss an issue, however, as pub¬ 
lishers from Carstairs and 
Olds stepped in to help out. 

Rouleau sold the publication 
to Jim Currie in the spring of 
1952. Currie published the pa¬ 
per until his death in 1965. 
Following his passing, Vimmie 
Currie continued to operate the 
Pioneer. She also published the 
Carstairs News along with the

Pioneer in 1966. 

Currie sold both publica¬ 


tions to Martin Neck in 1971. 
Two years later he sold the 
business to Miller McCoy - who 
still resides in Didsbury 

McCoy published the Pio¬ 
neer and eventually began a 
second free publication in 
Didsbury called the Didsbury 
Booster. 

After a year of producing 
both publications he amalga¬ 
mated the two papers under the 
name Didsbury Booster: 

The paper was sold to John 
Davis in 1977 who changed the 
name of the paper back to the 
Pioneer. 

Gene and Brad Hartmann 
purchased the Pioneer in the 
spring of 1986. Gene Hartmann 
became sole proprietor in Janu¬ 
ary 1997. 

Harmattan emissions 
stack comes crashing down 

Dozens of area residents 
braved cold temperatures last 
February, to watch demolition 


crews topple a massive 76 me¬ 
ter emissions stack at the 
Exxon Mobil Harmattan Gas 
Plant southwest of Sundre. 

The 230,000 kilogram con¬ 
crete and steel stack- which 
was built in place and first came 
into operation in 1996 was torn 
down as part of a 
decommissioning process at 
portions of the plant. The tower 
was out of service since 1987. 

Olds lifeguard saves 
drowning six-year-old boy 

A dramatic rescue saved the 
life of a six-year-old boy, when 
he was pulled from the water, 
not breathing, by a lifeguard at 
the Olds Aquatic Centre last 
February. 

Lifeguard Trevor Wilde gave 
mouth to mouth resuscitation 
to the boy for an undetermined 
amount of time. 

There was a collective sigh 
from witnesses as sounds of the 
child's cry echoed through the 
pool. 


Rate payers voice opinion of new building in March 


The process of looking at 
constructing a new administra¬ 
tion building met opposition 
from some ratepayers in attend¬ 
ance at an open house held in 
Didsbury last March. 

The Building Review Com¬ 
mittee brought forward costs of 
constructing a new administra¬ 
tion building at the meeting 
based on three different sites 
and three different building 
types. 

The cost of constructing a 
new building would be at least 
$4.4 million if they stay on their 
current site and could be as 
high as $5.4 million if they 
moved to a proposed sites near 
the Olds/Didsbury Airport. 

The low-end cost is of a 
building made of wood while the 


highest end cost would include 
a more "traditional", more ex¬ 
pensive type building. 

Councillor Dave Derksen, 
who is also the chair of the 
Building Review Committee, 
said at the open house prices 
on a new building were sought 
because question cards that 
were handed in at a previous 
open house said new building 
numbers should be looked at in 
order to make an informed de¬ 
cision. 

He said this meeting was a 
chance to receive more input on 
the issue. 

"We have sometimes taken 
criticism that we don't study 
things enough," said Derksen, 
adding he feels that the County 
was making a good effort in 


seeking input on the matter. 

Arnie Shea, a member of the 
Mountain View Tax Payers As¬ 
sociation, asked Derksen if he 
was absolutely sure that five 
years down the road the County 
would still exist the way it does 
now - pointing to the province’s 
actions of changing other gov¬ 
ernments like the health 
boards. 

Derksen said the only sure 
thing in life was death and 
taxes. 

Shea said perhaps the 
County should look at a lease 
and "save the taxpayers $6 mil¬ 
lion". 

County resident Kerry 
Thornton pointed to the plebi¬ 
scite held in conjunction with 
the municipal vote in late 2001. 


He said he didn't know why the 
County was discussing a new 
building when residents had 
already voted against it. Nearly 
75 per cent of rate payers voted 
against the construction of a 
new building at election time. 

"I don't understand why this 
Council doesn't understand 
what no means," said 
Thornton. "Why can't you re¬ 
spect that?" 

Westglen principle hopes 
gum leads to better grades 

Westglen principle Phil 
Corning hoped that students 
would chew their way to better 
grades after implementing a 
trial last March, that allows 
gum in the middle school. 

The Didsbury middle school 
principle was approached by 


five Grade 7 students, who 
were armed by a study show¬ 
ing that gum chewers had bet¬ 
ter short term memory skills, 
asking for permission to chew 
gum during class time. 

Corning asked Mrs. Dee 
Trewin's Grade 7 class to write 
letters outlining their proposal 
and then presented them to the 
staff. 

The result? A month trial to 
see if students were able to chew 
their gum using proper "gum 
etiquette". 

CESD policy committee

Province provides O&M 
funding 

The Government of Alberta 
provided an additional $94 mil¬ 
lion to assist publicly supported 
facilities with cost pressures for 
operations and maintenance 
(O&M). The one-time pay¬ 
ments were provided to school 
boards, post secondary institu¬ 
tions, regional health authori¬ 
ties, government supported 
housing and other agencies 
across the province. 

The decision was made by 
the Minister after a number of 
facilities were complaining of 
high utilities which were eat¬ 
ing up much of their budgets, 


including Chinook's Edge 
School Division. 

Physiotherapy clinic's 
future up in the air 

Linda Holmes, a private 
physiotherapist and owner of 
Holmes Physical Therapy 
Clinic in Didsbury, said in June, 
that a decision made by David 
Thompson Health Region 
(DTHR) may force her to close. 

DTHR made the decision to 
move all publicly funded physi¬ 
otherapy care back into hospi¬ 
tals, rather than contracting 
the services out to private clin¬ 
ics to save money. 

Relief comes for farmers 
affected by Mad Cow 


Operators who were selling 
their cattle to the markets at 
reduced prices were, beginning 
last June, were being supported 
by a relief fund, while consum¬ 
ers still waited for a drop in 
prices at the grocery store. 

A drop in the price at the 
grocery store would of in¬ 
creased the amount of meat 
sold, and helped to move the 
stalled beef industry along, said 
Simon Cobban, AAA Cattle 
Company operator. 

Meanwhile, feedlot operators 
were supported by the Canada- 
Alberta Temporary Slaughter 
Cattle Disaster Assistance Pro¬ 
gram. 


Alberta Municipal Affairs launched investigation 
Waste Commission in July 


The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Waste Commission 
(MVRWC) worked closely with 
Alberta Municipal Affairs to try 
and clear up a "financial crisis." 

After a special Commission 
meeting called on June 12, 
Commission members were in¬ 
formed that they are approxi¬ 
mately $500,000 short in rev¬ 
enues to cover general expenses 
for the next three months. 

The MVRWC are responsible 
for the handling of solid waste 


and recycling for the commu¬ 
nities of Didsbury, Olds, 
Sundre, Carstairs, the Village 
of Cremona, as well as Moun¬ 
tain View County. The Com¬ 
mission was formed in 2000 to 
solve the waste handling prob¬ 
lems that all area municipali¬ 
ties were having with their 
landfill sites. 

Clem Kuelker, Didsbury's 
commission representative as 
well as a member of MVRWC's 
finance committee said that 


the Commission has started an 
immediate review of their op¬ 
erations to try and cut costs. 

Derksen says that the 
shortfall was most likely an ad¬ 
ministrative error. 

"It could have been a plan¬ 
ning error, but we are not sure 
and this is what we are trying 
to figure out," Derksen said. 
"Municipal Affairs will be do¬ 
ing an extensive investigation." 

County considered de¬ 
claring "Mad Cow" Crisis 


Both Mountain View County 
(MVC) and the Municipal Dis¬ 
trict of Rocky View councils 
considered declaring the west 
central Alberta municipalities 
economic disaster areas during 
meetings scheduled in July. 

Ian Harvie, Reeve of MVC, 
said the county is monitoring 
the situation very carefully and 
could consider an emergency 
declaration when councillors 
met again.

It was announced in July 
that Alberta's Premier Ralph 
Klein would be speaking at the 
local Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz's 
fund-raiser dinner, which was 
held on October 15 at Olds Col¬ 
lege. The event was to be called 
"October Feast With Ralph" and 
Marz encouraged all voters to 
go out and enjoy a fantastic 
meal while listening to Premier 
Klein. 


Didsbury Fair and FCA Rodeo was set to go in August 


Didsburians started to expe¬ 
rience rodeo fever, as the 
chutes were being put together, 
the livestock was warmed up. 
and the cowboys - and cowgirls 
worked on their techniques so 
that they could try to capture 
the highest score at the FCA 
Rodeo, which was about to be 
held for the very first time out¬ 
doors! 

Connie Conley, the events 
coordinator, said that everyone 
needs to come to the Fair and 
Rodeo, because there is some¬ 
thing to do for absolutely eve¬ 
ryone no matter your age. 

The Fair and Rodeo was ex¬ 
pected to attract close to 2,000 
spectators, which excited 
Conley after they have worked 
so hard on preparing the out¬ 


door site. 

The land for the site was 
purchased in December of 2001, 
after the Didsbury Agricultural 
Society had dreams of always 
having a permanent "outdoors" 
location to host the popular 
event. 

"Mainly, we had to do some¬

After many months of antici¬ 
pation, two school construction 
projects started to become re¬ 
ality. 

Ross Ford Elementary 
school is receiving a face-lift, 
while Didsbury High School 
will be replaced, after funding 
announcments by Alberta In¬ 
frastructure were announced 
early last year.

QUESTION: I assume that you favor a highly struc¬ 
tured curriculum that emphasizes the memorization of 
facts, which I consider to be a very low level of learning. 
We need to teach concepts to our kids and help them learn 
how to think — not just fill their heads with a bunch of 
details. 

DR. DOBSON: I agree that we want to teach concepts 
to students, but that does not occur in a vacuum. For 
example, we would like them to understand the concept of 
the solar system and how the planets are positioned in 
rotation around the sun. How is that done? One way is 
for them to learn the distances between the heavenly bod¬ 
ies, i.e., the sun is 93 million miles from Earth, but the 
moon is only 240.000. The concept of relative positions is 
then understood from the factual information. What I’m 
saying is that an understanding of the right factual infor¬ 
mation can, and should, lead to conceptual learning.

QUESTION: Our children are on their own now, and 
my husband and I are free to do some of the traveling we 
always planned to do when we got them through college.

DR. DOBSON: I doubt if there is anything wrong with 
your mind. The symptoms you describe sound as if you 
.. may be entering menopause, and if so, your discomfort 
may be caused by the hormonal imbalance that accompa¬ 
nies glandular upheaval. I suggest that you make an ap¬ 
pointment to see a gynecologist or other physician in the 
next few days. A doctor can help you.

QUESTION: I’ ve talked and talked to my husband 
about how I’m different from him and how I need him to 
be sensitive to my needs. Somehow, he just doesn’t “hear” 
it. I’ve also gotten mad at him about a hundred times. 
How can I get my feelings across to him? DR. 

DOBSON: One very effective way to express your feel¬ 
ings is to paint a word picture. My good friends, Gary 
Smalley and Dr. John Trent, described this technique in 
their book, “The Language of Love.” In it, Gary told a 
story about how his wife, Norma, was very frustrated with 
him. Gary would come home from work and clam up. He 
had nothing to say all evening. Finally, Norma told him a 
story about a man who went to breakfast with some 
friends. He ate a big meal and then he gathered up some 
crumbs and put them in a bag. Then he went to lunch 
with some business associates and ate a big steak. Again, 
he put a few crumbs in a doggie bag to take with him. 
When he came home that night, he handed his wife the 
little bag of leftovers. “That’s what you are doing to me,” 
said Norma. “All day the children and I wait to talk with 
you when you get home. But you don’t share yourself 
with us. After being gone all day, you hand us a doggie 
bag and turn on the television set.” Gary said hearing 
that story was like being hit with a two-by-four. He apolo¬ 
gized and began to work on opening himself to his wife 
and his family. Try creating a graphic word picture to 
communicate your needs to your husband. It is far more 
effective at getting masculine attention than a torrfent of 
hostile comments.
